DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 9-11,2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Evanicky et al (US 7,068,263). 

Claim 9: 

Evanicky discloses: - 

"displaying a dot of picture information in a pixel of a digital display panel", see col. 1 1 lines 5-17, 
col. 5 lines 50-58, Fig. 1; 

"associating a sensor and locating it proximate to said pixel", see Fig. 1 item 102; 

"and coupling said sensor to said pixel such that a measurement obtained from said sensor 
directly affects the visual appearance of said pixel to a user", see Fig. 1 items 102, 104, col. 2 lines 45-57, 
col. 7 lines 27-33. 

Claims 10, 1 1 are disclosed, see col. 7 lines 15-55. 



Claim 2: 
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Evanicky discloses: 

"a digital display panel with an array of pixels for user viewing, and for accepting pixel information 
in a plurality of formats and standards, and for adapting itself to provide any real-time pixel information 
directly to target pixels in said array of pixels", see Fig. 1 items 104, 108, col. 5 lines 50-58, col. 10 lines 
41-50; 

"and at least one transducer disposed in the digital display panel that is associated with a pixel 
and such that a measurement it obtains can be read out", see Fig. 1 items 102, 104, col. 2 lines 45-57, 
col. 7 lines 27-33. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Evanicky et al (US 7,068,263) in view of Gettemy (US 7,006,080). 

Claim 3: 

Evanicky does not explicitly disclose claim 3 that further limits claim 2, because a 
plurality of transducers (sensors) is not explicitly shown in Evanicky's disclosure. 
However, Evanicky discloses a transducer (sensor) system as pointed out in the 
rejection of claim 2, and Gettemy shows a plurality of transducers (sensors) associated 
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with at least one corresponding pixel to obtain measurement is a notoriously well known 
technique in the art (see Gettemy at Fig. 1, col. 2 lines 11-14). Because of these 
teachings, an artisan would be motivated to modify Evanicky's disclosure and 
implement this well known technique to arrive at the claimed invention, this modification 
would advantageously result, inter alia, in dynamic color adjustment. Therefore, the 
claimed invention would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 5 are disclosed, see Gettemy at Fig. 1 , Evanicky at col. 2 lines 45-57, col. 7 lines 
27-33. 

Claims 6, 7 are disclosed, see Evanicky at col 7 lines 15-55. 

Response to Restriction Requirement 

In the response to Restriction Requirement, the Applicant elects claims 2-7 and 9-11 
(group II) with traverse of the restriction requirement by saying "it appears that all of the claims 
relate to a display system and/or display method". However, in the Restriction Requirement, the 
Office has clearly pointed out that the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to 
their recognized divergent subject matter; thus the restriction for examination purposes as indicated in the 
Restriction Requirement is proper. The elected group (claims 2-7 and 9-1 1) is given proper 
consideration in the above rejection.
